Winter moſt commonly bindeth the earth, 
which it warmeth & covereth with ſ1ow 
as wich a garmEt,&refreſherh it with ſtore 
raine : For ſnow and Ice are comfortable 
to corne, ad bringetn plenty ofall things. 
And afcer the Sunne hath accompliſhed his 
laſt degrees under Aquarius and Piſces, he 
openeth the carth with new and pleaſant 
gales of winde, and prepaceth the Spring 
tim? : and this is the generall and proper 
temperamen: of every Quarter of the yeare 
which is alwayes to be conſidered in Me- 
teorologie, leſt that we ſpeake of floywers 
in wiater,and of ice in Summer.

T He Spring beginneth at the Suns en- 
trance 1nto the firſt minute of Aries , 
making then the dayes and nights of an c- 
quall length throughout the world, which 
ſhall be this yeare the 11 of March. This 
Quarter is by nature hot and moyſt : For 
then'the Sunne 1s both come nearer unto 
his verticall point, and alſo to ſtarres of a 
hocter nature, cauſing thereby the drier 
windes to blow ; of which 1s Subſolanus , 
and Favonius, called the weſt windes , 
wherewith ſuperfluous hamours are wa- 
ſted and conſumed, the ſeede conveniently 
ſowne, and the ground ſtirred and made fit 
to bring forth;which ſctteth forward trees 
vines, flowers, and leaves, and bedecketh 
the carth with graſſe and hcarbs. But be- 
cauſe the new and tender corne lately 
rung up, requireth moyſtning ſhewers, 
there ariſeth in the morning Pleiades, Hy- 
ades,and Orion, and in the evening Arqtu- 
rus, tempeſtuous and moyit ſtarres, which 
ſtirreth up raine and moyſt windes. At the 
length the Sunne (comming to Gemini ) 
movetha convenient and temperate heate 
ro the former {ced-rime.

This Quarter is by nature 
hot and dry, at whoſe beginning there ari- 
ſeth Preſepe, Aſelli, and other 8 xed ſtarres 
ofa moyſtning vertue, from whence by the 
Sunnes coſe is ſtirred up raine to bring 
forward corne and other fruite. But after 
that the things growing from the carth 
have attained a juſt increaſe , and by heate, 
waxeth toward maturation and ripeneſle, 
the Sunne approaching the hot ſigne Leo, 
thereariſeth Syrius and Procion,which are 
ſtarres of a hot conſtellation:therfore great 
heate is ſtirred up, to the tempering wher-

Of the Eclipſes of this yeare 1632. 


Here will be foure Eclipſes of the 

rwo lights this yeare: two of the 
Sunne,and two of the Moone. 

The firſt Eclipſe of the Sunne according

to the forraigne computation , will be the 
19 day of Aprill,but with us in England the 
9 day ofthe ſame moneth 40 minutes after 
10 of the clocke in the forenoone. 

Theſecond Eclipſe will be of the Moon 
the fourth day of May according to- the 
forraigne computation , but the 24 of A- 
prill according to our Engliſh account. 

The third Eclipſe will be of the Sunne, 
the 13 day of October, according to the 
Lilian computation in the North part of 
America,which is called Mexicana, but the 
3 day of the ſame moneth according to the 
Iulian account. 

The fourth Eclipſe will be of the Moone 
the 27 day of Otober according to the 
Gregorian account, but the 17 day of the 
fame moneth according to the lulian ac- 
count:

The Moone abideth in every ſigne twa 
dayes and a halfe, andalmoſt 6 houres, and 
endeth her courſe from point to potar 1a 
27 dayes and 8 hourcs. 

To each of the five Planets is alligned 3 
circles; that is to ſay, Equans differens ad 
Epiciclus.There is allo in thele circles three 
manner of motions, viz; Motus direttas, 
Stationarins,and Retrogradns. Motus dire 
eas is even forward according to the ſuc- 
ceſſion of the ſignes, and in the over part 
of the circle Epiciclus, Motus Stationarins 
1s in the middle of the circle Epiciclas, 
when a Planet ſeemeth to move neither 
upward nor downeward , backward nor 
forward. MMotrs retrogradns 'O backward, 
when a Planct moyeth contrary to the 
ſucceſſion of the ſignes , and in the nether 
part of the circle cailed Epiciclus 

Saturnss hath that name of ſatwrande , 
making fulneſſe and plenty. Saturne > 
veth more, and doth more hurt when he is 
retrograde, than when he is direQ. 

Jupiter 1s the Lord and giver of ſub- 
ſtance, 
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ſtance, and he is called farher of the Gods 


of Planets 

Mercurins quaſi medins currens, as run» 
ning in the middle betweene Yen»s andthe 
Moone : ercery 1s alwayes either one 
ſigne before the Sune, or one figne behind 

Sel,quaſi ſolns [ucens alone ſhining, the 
well of light ; all the rc{t of the Planets re- 
ceive light of the Sunne , as a glaffe {ct be« 
fore a candle recetveth light ot the candle, 

The Moore is called the fairenefle of the 
night, mother of all humours, Lady of the 
ſca, meaſure of times, follower of the Sun, 
and changer of times. 


Of Houres. 


A N honre is no ether thing than the 24 

part ofa day. And it is ſo called of the 
Greeke word oxra,which in Latine is tems- 
p#s. The planetary and temporall uncquall 
houres, or comprehended by an unequall 
ni mbcr, are called maſculine : even or e« 
quall houres are called feminine. 

The / ſtrologians call thoſe houres com- 
buſt, which are taken after the conjuntion 
of the two lights ; and in theſe houres an 
Aſtrologian doth not expedite or take in 
hand any buſineſſes. 


Canons

Canonical! troures are thoſe which are 
addicted to divine prayers, alſo they ſuffer 
by themſelves lome partition of the time 
and day. 

And of thoſe diviſions there are ſeven : 
Viz, Matutina,Prima,T ertia,sS exta, Nona, 
Veſpertina, et Completoria. 

Matntina is the dawning of the day , 
CHMat: Z0,1 & 28, T. 

Prima, is the houre of Sunne-riſing. 

Tertia, is nine of the clocke in the fore- 
noone, Mat:20.94 

Sexta,is twelve of the clock, called high 
noone, Luke 23444. 

FX ona, is three of the clocke in the af- 
ternoone, eAtts 3.1, 

Vefertina, is the houre of Sun-ſet, 

Completoria is the houre of Twilight, 
At which time in ſome places, they ale to 
ring a bell for the ſpace ofan houre, by the 
ſound whereof all travellers ard ſtrangers 
may draw to the towne, and not wander 
out of their way. 


The Quadrants of an hourc. 


N houre is divided into foure Qua- 

. drants or quarters, and every quarter 
containeth 15 minutes : ſo that the whole 
hourc

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houre is divided into 60 minutes. 

A minute is the ſixty part of an houre , 
and it is ſo called of the verbe minuo, be- 
cauſe by little and little it diminiſheth the 
hourcs. 

A minute is divided into 60 feconds , 
and every ſecond into 60 thirds,and fo into 
an infinite number by a Sexagenary divi- 
fion-
